December last, during the recess of 
congress, acting through the secretary 
of war and under the authority con- 
ferred upon me by the net of congress 
approved August 29, 1910, I took pos- 
session and assumed control of the

It be made safe for every peace-lov- 
ing nation which, like our own, wish 
to llvo Its own life, determine its own 
Institutions, be assured of justice und 
fair dealing by the other peoples of tba 
world as against force nnd solOsh ag- 
gression. All the peoples of the world 
nre In effect partners In this interest, 
nnd for our own part we see very clear- 
ly thnt unless Justice be done to oth- 
ers It will not be done to us.

and very enviable. 


"We do not wish to Injure her or 


to block in any wny her legitimate In- 
fluence or power. 


"We wish her only to accept n place 


of equality among the peoples 'of the 


woricl_the new world In which we 
now live—Instead of a place of mas- 
tery.

"Neither- do we presume to suggest 


to her any alteration or modification df 
her Institutions.

whole resources of Afaericn by as rap- 
Id and effective n menns ns can be 
found. Transportation supplies all the 
arteries of mobilization. Unless it be 
under n single nnd unified direction 
the whole process of the nation's ac- 
tion is embarrassed. 


"It was In the true spirit of America 


and It was right, Hint'we should first 
try to effect the necessary unification 
under the voluntary action of those 
who were In charge of the great rail- 
way properties; nnd we did try it. The 
directors of the railways responded to 
the need promptly and generously. 


Praises Railway Executives. 


- "Tho group of railway executives 
who were.chnrged with the task of

ability, «s was to have been expected, 
and did, I believe, everything thnt it 
wns possible for them to do In the cir- 
cumstances.

But under government ndmin- 
Istrntlon all these things will be pos- 
Blble—not instantly, but as fast a|s 
practical difficulties which cannot be 
merely conjured away give way before 
the new management 


Little Disturbance as Possible 


"The common administration will be 


carried out with as little disturbance 
of the present operating organizations 
and personnel of the railways as pos 
sible. Nothing will be altered or; dls 
tnrbed which it Is not necessary to dis 
turb. We are serving the public Inter 
est and safeguarding the public safety 
but we are'also regardful of the inter 
est of those by whom these great prop 
erties nre owned and glad to avail onr 
selves of the experience and trained 
ability of those who have been man 
aging them. It Is .necessary that the 
transportation of troops and of wa: 
materials, of food arid of fuel, and o 
everything that Is necessary for the 
lull mobilization of the energies ant 
resources of the country, should b 
first considered, but it is clearly In tbe 
:public interest also, that tlie ordinary. 
a-:tivities and the :normal industrial 
arid commercial life of the country 
should be interfered with -and dis- 


sblpper will be as carefully served n-n.-l 
safeguarded -as it Is possible to serve 
and safeguard it in the present ex- 
traordinary circumstances. 


To Keep Lines In Good Repair. 
"While the present authority of the 


executive suffices for nil purposes of 
administration and while, of course,.all 
private interests must for the present 
give way to the public necessity, it is, 
I am sure you will agree with me, right 
and necessary thut the owners and 
creditors of tbe railways, the holders 
of "their stocks and bonds, should re- 
ceive from the government an unqual- 
ified guaranty that their properties will 
be maintained throughout the period of 
federal control In as good repair und 
ns complete equipment as at present, 
ando that the several roads will receive 
under federal mnnngeiuent such com- 
pensation as Is equitable and just alike 
to their, owners and to the general 
public. 
"I would suggest the average net 


railwav operating income of the three 
years'ending June 30, 1017. . I earnest- 
ly recommend that these guarantees 
be given by appropriate legislation and 
given as promptly as 
circumstances 


permit.", 
' 
"Deal Justly With Securities. 


"I need not point out the essential jus- 


tice of such guarantees and their great 
influence and significance as elements 
in the present financial and industrial 
situation of the country. Indeed, one of 
the strong arguments for ussvmiing con- 
trol of the railroads at this time Is the 
finnncinl argument. 
It Is necessary 


that the values of railway securities 
should be justly and fairly paid and 
that the large financial operations ev- 
ery year necessary In connection with 
,the maintenance, operation and devel- 
opment of the roads should, during the 
period of the war, be wisely related to

eon yesterday laid before congress, as 
sernble.d In joint session, his recom- 
mendations for carrying out govern- 
ment operi'.tlnn of railroads. Bills to 
carry out tho president's Ideas nirend.\ 
had been prepared under tho supervi- 
sion of the department of justice and 
wore 
immediately 
introduced, 
with 


plans for prompt consideration, In both 
house, and senate. 


The president spoke as follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress; f have 


asked the privilege of addressing yorr 
In order to report that on tho 2Slh of 
December last, during the recess of 
congress, acting through the secretary 
of wnr and under Iho authority con- 
ferred upor. me by Iho act of congress 
approved August 20, IHIfi, T took pos- 
session find assumed control of the 
railway lines of the counlry nnd the 
systems of water transportation under 
their control. This slop seemed to be 
Imperatively necessary In Ihe Interest 
of the public welfare, In the presence 
of the great tasks of wnr with which 
we «re now dealing. 


"An our experience develops difficul- 


ties and makes it clear what they are, 
I hnve doomed it my duty to remove 
those difficulties wherever 1 have the 
legal power to do so. To assume con- 
trol of the vast railway systems of tho 
country Is, I realise, ;i wry heavy re- 
sponsibility, but to fall to do so in the 
existing 
circumstances 
would have 


been a much greater. I assumed the 
•lessor responsibility rather than the 
weightier. 


Complete Mobilization Needed. 


"I am sure that I am .speaking the 


mind of all though/fill Americans when 
I say.that it Is our duty us the repre- 
sentatives of the nation to do every- 
thing that It Is necessary to do to se- 
cure tho complete mobilization of the 
whole resources of America by as rap- 
Id and effective a means ns can be 
found. Tnuisporlnllon supplies nil the 
arteries of mobilisation. Unless It bo 
under a single nnd unified 
direction 


the whole process of the nation's ac- 
tion Is embarrassed. 


"If was In the true spirit of America 


«nd It was right, Ihat. we should first 
try to effect1 tho necessary unification 
under Iho voluntary action of those 
who wore In charge of the great rnil- 
wny properties; nnrl we did try It. Tho 
directors of tho railways responded to 
the need promptly and generously. 


Praises Railway Executives. 


• "The: group of railway executives 
who were charged wlHi the task of 
.actual co-ordination and general direc- 
tion with patriotic xoal and marked 
ability, ns way to have boon expected, 
and did, I bollcvo, everything thnt It 
was possible for them to do In the cir- 
cumstances. If I hnve taken tho'lask 
out of tholr hands It has not: been bo- 
cause of any dereliction or failure on 
their part- but only because there were 
some things which the government can 
do and present management cannot. 
We shall continue to value most highly 
the advice and assistance of these gen- 
tlemen, nnd I am sure we shall not find 
them withholding It. 


Government Control Needed. 


"It hnd become unmistakably plain 


that only under government -adminis- 
tration can the entire equipment of 
tho several systems of transportation 
be fully and umlreservedly thrown Into

ous discrimination against particular 
properties. 
Only under 
government 


administration can an absolutely un- 
restricted and unembarrassed common 
use be made of ul) tracks, terminals, 
terminal facilities and equipment of 
every kind. Only under that authority 
can new termlnals.be constructed and 
developed without regard to the re- 
quirements or llmitntlons of particular 
roads. But under government admin- 
istration all these things will be pos- 
sible—not Instantly, but as fast op 
practical dlflicultles which cannot be 
merely conjured away give way before 
the new mnnageincnt. 


Little Disturbance as Possible 


"The common administration will be 


carried out with ns little disturbance 
of the present operating organizations 
and personnel of the railways as pos- 
sible. Nothing will be altered or dis- 
turbed .which it Is not necessary to dis- 
turb. We are serving the public inter- 
est and safeguarding the public safety, 
but we arc also regardful of the inter- 
est of those by whom these great prop- 
erties are owned nnd glad to avail our-- 
selves of the experience and trained 
ability of those who have been man- 
aging them. 
It is necessary that the 


transportation of troops and of war 
materials, of food and of fuel, and of 
everything that Is necessary for the 
full mobilization of the energies and 
resources of the country, should be 
first considered, but It Is clearly In the 
public interest also, that the ordinary, 
nativities and the normal industrial 
nnd commercial life of the country

"While the present authority of the 


executive suffices for all purposes oil 
administration nnd while, of course, all 
private Interests must for the present 
give way to the public necessity, It is, 
I nro sure you will agree with me, right 
and necessary that the owners and 
creditors of the railways, the holders 
uf their stocks and bonds, should re- 
ceive from the government an unqual- 
ified guaranty that their properties will 
be maintained throughout the period of 
federal control In ns good repair und 
as complete equipment ns at present, 
nndo that the several roads will receive 
under federal management, such com- 
pensation as Is equitable and just alike 
to their owners nnd to tho general 
public. 


"I would suggest tho average not 


railway operating Income of the three 
years ending June 30, 1917. 
1 earnest- 


ly recommend that those guarantees 
be given by appropriate legislation and 
given as promptly as circumstances 
permit.", 


"Deal Justly With Securities." 


"I need iu>t point out fhf essential jus- 


tice of such guarantees and their great 
influence and significance as elements 
in the present linnnelal and Industrial 
situation of the country. Indeed, one. of 
the strong arguments for assuming con- 
trol of the railroads at (his time is the, 
financial argument. 
It Is necessary

Postmasters have sent the follow- 


ing notice to patrons on rural mail 
routes: 
'The season is again at hand when 


the carrier is forced to endure all 
sorts of hardships in delivering your 
mail. Especially when snowbanks 
have to be bucked his work is doubly 
hard. The carrier is paid to deliver 
your nrail, not to work the roads, and 
if you expect your mail promptly at 
the regular time, just see that the 
approach to your mail box is kept 
open so that the carrier can easily 
drive-alongside- It and deposit the 
mail. If there are any bad drifts on 
the road along by your land, see that 
they are removed, and if your neigh- 
bor has not opened his road, see-that 
he does. Patrons of the route have 
something else to do -besides sit by 
the stove and cuss the carrier—when 
the snow/ comes they must see that 
the roads are open. We want patrons 
to report to us any inattention on the

clared for deer at the next regular 
session of the legislature,

on to preserve this species of game," 
he sold. "Sixty-four thousand deer 
hunting licenses wore Issued this fall. 
It is believed that every man who 
wont out came In with a carcass, and 
from what my deputy tells mo, 60 
per cent of tho kill were does, 


"At that rate it will take just throe 


years lo exterminate, or at least re- 
duce, our Wisconsin herds to a 
negligible quantity. If a closed sea- 
son Is not declared tho buck law will 
have to bo roadoptod. 
"Refuges such as are already os- 


lubliHhod at five points In tho state 
are now contemplated In great num- 
bers for the preservation of doer." 


According 
to 
tho commissioner 


those refuges are provided by a law 
o the effect that any owner of ICO 
icres or mom may apply to the stalo 
or the establishment of a game re- 
uge on his tract. Such establishment 
huts all hunters off the premises. 


"This system has proved to be the 


nost oltlclont In tho rahabiliatlon of 
game, and the preservation ot many 
pncles," siuld Mr. Harbor. Domestic 
propaganda is not nearly so success- 
ul, for on these refuge farms tho 
game lives in tho natural, wild way."

Italian S. V. A. and a new model of Pomilio; the 
French Nieuport- arid Spud, and the German Al- 
batross D I and Albatross Bite—can carry, only one . 
man, 
who acts as pilot, observer 
and gunner. 


Most of thorn have only one gun, which is not 
mounted on a swivel, but is an integral part of 
the engine itself, for. us It'discharges its bullets 
between the blades of a propeller revolving so 
rapidly that It cannot be seen. It must be perfect- 
ly synchronized with the motor, otherwise a bullet 
might strike a blade of the propeller. -These 
machines are nothing but flying cannon. They 
carry no passenger, no cameras, no bombs, noth- 
ing except a single operator and the ammunition 
for the gun. 


The 'difference between reconnaissance and bat- 


tleplanes appear slight when set down in figures, 
but then every fraction of nn inch affects, the 
speed nnd stability of an airplane.. 


Some idea of the'differences may be obtained 


from the dimensions, and these can be given only 
approximately except in-one or .two cases. It is,, 
of course, impossible to describe our own Ameri- 
can planes, so the comparisons that follow are 
based on foreign machines.
